The  foregoing  report  contains  a  synopsis  of  our  financial 
transactions  the  past  official  year,  which  we  respectfully  submit 
to  the  inhabitants  of  Alton. 

The  expense  of  repairing  the  highways  exceeds  the  tax  by 
the  sum  of  $500.90.  The  heavy  rains  caused  our  highways  to 
wash  very  bad.  A  new  iron  bridge  has  been  put  in  place  at 
Woodman's  mills  the  past  season. 

You  will  notice  that  our  Railroad  tax  has  been  increased 
this  year  by  Si 68.55,  which  was  derived  from  the  taxing  of  the 
Lake  Shore  R.  R.  this  year,  this  being  the  first  year  it  was 
taxable. 

The  past  year  has  been  rather  a  hard-  year  as  many  of  our 
people  moved  away,  which  reduced  our  taxes  somewhat, 
nevertheless  we  have  succeeded  in  reducing  our  debt  the 
amount  of  Si, 620. 69. 

Seems  to  us  with  the  same  amounts  raised  and  the  return 
of  business,  which  promises  to  far  exceed  our  former  shoe  in- 
dustry, we  ought  to  still  continue  to  reduce  our  indebtedness 
in  the  years  to  come.  Our  large  bridges  are  now  all  iron  and 
in  good  repair. 

"We  are  pleased  to  call  your  attention  to  the  Carrie  B.  Nute 
fund  received  the  past  year,  under  the  new  law  allowing  towns 
to  receive  trust  funds  for  the  care  of  cemetery  lots,  which   we 
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think  is  a  move  in  the  right  direction,  to  perpetuate  the  care  of 
lots  in  cemeteries.

The  Supervisory  District  of  AUon,  Durham  and  Newmar- 
ket is  being  maintained  for  another  year,  with  satisfactory 
results,  under  the  supervision  of  George  H.  Whitcher. 

At  the  village  a  high  school  has  been  recognized  by  Chan- 
ning  Folsom,  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction. 
This  necessitates,  if  it  be  perpetuated,  the  continuance  of  our 
Supervisory  District  as  well  as  the  winter  term  of  the  high 
school.  Should  either  of  these  be  dispensed  with,  the  school 
would  very  materially  suffer,  hence  we  urge  their  continuance. 

Pupils  attending  the  high  school  from  the  surrounding 
towns  have  their  tuitions  paid  by  their  respective  towns. 

The  balance  in  the  treasurer's  hands  includes  six  months 
salary  to  the  superintendent,  and  also  the  amount  raised  for 
the  support  of  an  extra  winter  term  of  school  at  the  village^

To  THE  School  Board  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  following  report  is  submitted  for  your 
•consideration.  During  the  year  just  passed  the  school  work  in 
Alton  has  moved  with  unusual  freedom  from  friction  and  the 
progress  that  is  evident  all  along  the  line  is  exceedingly  grati- 
fying. I  do  not  mean  by  this  that  the  schools  are  satisfactory 
or  that  there  is  no  room  for  improvement,  but  T  do  mean  that 
there  has  been  very  marked  progress. 

The  one  feature  of  the  work  that  especially  pleases  me  is 
that  in  the  outside  schools  ;  more  progress  has  been  observed 
there,  because  there  was  greater  need  and  opportunity,  and  if 
we  can  keep  these  small  schools  up  to  their  present  efficiency 
in  general  and  make  gains  in  the  weak  spots  now  seen,  there 
will  be  a  most  decided  advantage  result  to  the  town  as  a  whole, 
for  it  is  in  these  small  scattered  schools  that  your  Boaid  has, 
in  the  past,  found  the  greatest  difficulties,  and  it  is  precisely  in 
schools  of  this  kind  that  every  Superintendent  finds  his  most 
insurmountable  obstacles.  The  high  school  needs  your  careful 
<;onsideration  next  year,  if  you  are  to  keep  it  on  the  "Approved 
List,"  and  thereby  save  to  the  town  a  considerable  sum  of 
money  that  will  otherwise  have  to  be  paid  in  tuitions  for  high 
school  scholars  who  may  go  elsewhere.  It  will  be  necessary  to 
have  an  assistant  teacher,  and  it  may  also  be  necessary  to  de- 
mise a  way  by  which  the  lower  school  room  may  be  divided  into 
two  rooms,  so  that  the  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  grades  may  be 
taken  from  the  up-stairs  room  to  afford  room  and  facilities  for 


33 

this  high  school  work.  This  would  not  be  an  expensive  matter 
and  it  ought  to  be  put  in  a  way  to  be  brought  about  if  necessary. 

The  village  schools  have  been  doing  good  work  and  the 
methods  employed  have  been  gradually  improved  so  that  the 
scholars  are  doing  more  thinking  for  themselves^  and  are  grow- 
ing less  dependent  upon  teachers.  This  tendency  needs  to  be 
strengthened  as  it  undoubtedly  will  be. 

The  matter  of  controlling  and  economizing  in  the  use  of 
books  and  supplies  has  been  taken  u]>,  and  today  the  where- 
abouts of  practically  every  bool:  is  known  and  the  supplies  used 
by  each  school  is  also  a  known  factor.  This  has  materially 
reduced  this  expense,  although  it  is  not  possible  to  show  ex- 
actly how  much,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  school  year  and  the 
fiscal  year  do  not  cover  the  same  periods. 

During  the  year  I  have  made  one  hundred  and  forty-six 
school  visits  and  have  held  two  teachers'  meetings  and  gave  a 
public  teachers'  examination  as  required  to  do  by  law.
